Were they compelled by law to disregard 
the true corrected vote, and take the false and 
untrue statement because first made? 

See what the same Board, composed of the 
same men, did in 1807, ill canvassing the re- 
turns of the election between Z. Wheat, Know- 
N'othing, and J. P. Bullitt, Democrat. 

The first returns from Hart county showed 
for Wheat only 122 votes; the corrected re- 
turns showed for Wheat 222 votes. The i 
first returns from Xelson had omitted to count 
the vote of the Bloomticld precinct; the sub- 
sequent corrected returns had counted the en- 
tire vote of the county, including Bloomticld 
precinct. 

By rejecting the corrected returns, and 
basing the action of the Board on the original 
returns, Bullitt would have been elected. By 
admitting the corrected and true returns, 
Wheat was elected. 

What did they do? They admitted the 
corrected returns, and declared Wheat duly 
elected. 

When the original returns elect Anderson, 
they make thein the basis of their action.

Whilst the Hart County Board had suffi- 
cient prolonged vitality and legal existence, 
even through the action of one member, to 
make known to the State Board the addition- 
al 100 votes by a second effort — a second 
action — while the Xelson County Board had 
legal vigor and power to meet the second time ; 
and count the Bloomfield precinct votes, i 
which had been accidentally omitted, and cer- 
tify it up in the shape of an amended return ; 
and while many days were delayed for an 
amended return from the county of Meade — 
while all these things were perfectly lawful 
when the result would elect Judge Wheat, it 
was unlawful for the Cumberland Board to 
meet the second time, or send any additional 
information as to the polls of that county be- 
tween Chrisman and Anderson, when the 
true corrected return would elect Chrisman.

Imporlaat frctn tie North. 
The British Island Son Ju«nl»ken Possession 
of by the American Soldiers under Gen. Har 
ney — Great Excitement, mud a Speck of War 
Bv lite overland arrival at St. Louis we have 
full intelligence coitcerning tlie difficulties about 
the invasion of San Ju an Island bj the Americas 
troops. The following letter in the San Francis 
co Times explain! the whole matter: 

THE INVASION OF SAN JUAN ISLAND. 

Victoria, V. I., August 7, lt*5'J. 
Editor Daily Times: You arc, perhaps, aware 
lyelore this that while von have been absorbed in 
political controversies at home, or watching the 
events of the great world in the far East, war, 
with all its attendant evils, has been threatened 
here in the dislant North. 

Some weeks ago, came to this port, on the U 
S. S. Massachusetts, Gen. Harney. His arrival 
was acknowledged bv a salute, ai d, after a day's 
sojourn as the guest of Gov. Douglas, he "passed 
bv on the other side." 

' A few days after the General's departure for 
Fu»et Sound, our town was thrown into the great- 
est excitement by the news that a compauy of 
American troops had seized the disputed island 
of San Juan, and that barracks were being 
established upon it. N" one knew by whom the 
act was authorized, and especially did certain 
chivalric Americans, wiui filibustering proclivi 
tics, seem not to care. Then commenced bins 
tering and bloviating on both sides, the American 
population waxed rampant, a- usual on such oc- 
casions, and the British indignant, Numerous 
lively discussions sprung up among groups of 
citizens at the stieet corners, and a considerable 
amount of the King's English was demolished on 
both sides. 

Very soon vessels for 'he conveyance of passen- 
gers to the scat ol war were ill demand. Small 
boats were chartered lor the trip, and several 
steamboats departed with visitors, both English 
and Americans, to the Island of San Juan, a dis- 
tance of fifteen or twenty miles from this place. 
Two of the English vessels of war from Esqui 
malt habror, had gone over on the first reception 
of the news Moat of those who went to the 
island did so, perhaps, through curiosity; but 
others, no doubt, went determined to lend a hand 
to their respective countries, if theirsei vices were 
needed. In the harbor of San Juan were found, 
besides several British men-of-war, the U. S. ships 
Massachusetts, Shubric, and a revenue cutter 
from Puget. Sound A company of American | 
soldiers, to the number of forty or filly, had ta- 
ken possession of the island, and quite boldly in- j 
rjieaied their intention to keep it, as will be seen j 
by the following order, which was posted in vari- j 
ous places about the island: 

Mii.itarv Po=t, San Jit am Inland, ) \ 
W.T.July SHth, 1859. , 
[Ordf.rs No. I.] 

I. In compliance with orders and instructions 
from the General Commanding, a Military Poet 
will be established' on this island, on whatever 
site the Commanding Officer may select. 

II. All the inhabitants of the Island are re 
quested to report at once to the Commanding Of- 
ficer, in case of any incursion of the Northern 
Indian-, so that he may take such steps as he may 
deem necessary to prevent any future occurrence 
of the siuic. 

Ill This being United States Territory, no 
laws other than those of the United States, nor 
courts, except such as are held by virtue of said 
laws, will be recognized 01 allowed on this Island. 

By order of CAPTAIN P1CKEY. 

Jamus Forsyth, 
2d Lieut., 9th Infantry, Post Adjutant. 

It will be observed liom the tone of this order 
that it ignores the treaty and Boundary Commis- 
sion, and admits of no compromise; if. therefore, 
it proves to have had no higher authority than 
Gen- Harney, and any concession is hereafter 
made, it will afford ano'her example of the reck- 
less mai.ner in which filibustering American citi- 
zens jeopardize the peace and compromise the 
honor of their country. 

FrOmtbe fint.lt appears that the British de- 
sired to avoid a collision, as their abihtv, at anv 
moment to take the island can scarcely be doubl- 
ed; it was their wish to gain a joint military oc- 
cupation of the island with our troops, until or 
ders could be received from the heads of the two 
Governments A proposition to that effect hav- 
ing been made, was rejected, but it is believed will 
yet tie acceded to. It is unnecessary to repeat, 
that if such a concession is made, after what has 
passed, it will be a dastardly compioinisc of the 
country's honor. 

Affairs have rested in this plight, with little 
change, during the past week. A small company 
or two from Fort Bcllingham have been added 
to the American forces, and a number of Ameri- 
cans have gone from this place and Washington 
Territory, with i he avowed intention of settling 
at San Juan. A British vessel of war brought 
down some sappers and miners from Fraser river 
a few days since, and renewed the request tol-uid 
their forces, but were icfused. They had not 
landed at the last accounts, and matters remained 
in statu quo 

On Wednesday Gov. Douglas issued a protest 
against the occupation of San Juan Island by the 
Americans, and declared the island to belong to 
Her Majesty, Queen Victoria. His Excellency 
also sent a message to the Vancouver Legisla- 
tive Assembly yesterday, in which it is declared 
that the British forces will be landed on the 
island. If such be their intention, a collision 
seems inevitable. 

The disputed island lies northwesterly from 
the entrance to Puget Sound and the main lai.d 
o( Washington Territory in the vicinity of Port 
Townsend — the broad and beautiful Strait of Fuca 
being between. Sailing from the Sound to Vic- 
toria, across the File, San Juan appears to be a 
pait of Vancouver's Island, and the disputed 
channel cannot be distinguished until you have 
come down opposite its mouth or junction with 
the Strait. 

Notwithstanding the treaty, and the loud talk 
that is made about the commanding importance 
of San . I nan to the Americaiis.it naturally be- 
longs to the British, and is of Infinitely greater 
value to them than the United States. The 
channel in dispute is the gate of the Gulf of 
Georgia, Fraser river and British Columbia — 
mostly British water and British possessions. If 
this channel is, by the treaty, determined to be 
the boundary line, it only gives us a small island 
of small value with no other advantages, as we 
own nothing north of it; while to them it is the 
door-way to all their possessions. This is no rea- 
son, however, why the United States should not 
hive the island, if by any right it belongs to her; 
but if John Bull goes to war for this island, it 
will be because it is of great value to him. 

Cons derable ill feeling appears to have arisen 
among the people at Victoria in consequence of 
this movement of Gen. Harney. The Victoria 
Gazette, having assumed a position upon the sub- 
ject which is deemed there to be an "American 
view," is a^sai ed severely by several English 
writers in the Colonist. 

The Pioneer and Democrat commends the ac- 
tion of Gen. Harney in taking possession of San 
Juan Island. It says: 

"The treaty is based upon the principle that all 
south of the parallel of forty nine was United 
States Territory, and the deviation made was 
simply to give Vancouver's Island — only a very 
small portion of which was south of that parallel 
— to that country, who, had the line continued 
directly across it, would have owned the greater 
portion of it. If, then, the question were one of 
doubt as to the proper channel, a consideration of 
the intent of the treaty must solve that question 
in favor of the United Stales. But it is not a 
question upon which a doubt should be permitted 
to exist. The Canal de Haro is the broadest, deep- 
est, and most direct channel from the Straits of 
Fuca into the Gulf of Georgia. And this would 
not be questioned were it not for the value of in 
termediate islands. To England they are valuable 
as well for the land, of which there is much of a 
superior quality on some of the islands, as also 
that they are supp ised to command the southern 
entrance to the Gulf of Georgia. To us they are 
necessary as a military post, being the only place 
suitable for the protection of our own people 
from the hordes of Northern savages, from whom 
we have already suffered, and from whose threat- 
ened attacks many of our settlements down the 
Sound are kept in continual alarm. San Juan is 
just the place for a post. The Indians must pass 
within striking distance in coming to and return- 
ing from the settlements. • • 



Gen. H 'rne.Vi no doubt, views it in this light, 
and lias onleied the establishment of the post 
there as he would on any other portion of Amer- 
ican soil. Wc honor him for it.

Standing on his 
head at night, on a rope over the chasm of Niag- 
ara, must be sport I Arising he passed on. Soon 
after the other light fell from his i>ole, and Blon- 
din was left in impenetrable darkness. Above, 
around, beneath, all was dark. Nothing more 
was heard or seen of him until a shout Irom the 
opposite shore announced he had safely crossed 
the flood. At a little after, he started on his re- 
turn, surrounded with fire works consisting of 
Roman candles. He was literally enveloped in a 
blaze. When about midway he laid down his 
pole and stood up erect — inverted. Then he sus- 
pended himself below the rope by his heels, and 
there he remained drumming on his chest until 
his camp-fires were all extinguished. Then he 
was left as before in titier darkness. A live 
Yankee, who was standing by, said he wondered 
if he would "stay there for alien." 

A shout on the bank announced his safe ar 
rival home. Thus ended M Blondin's night- 
walking. 

Friohtjxji. Accident at RouHiaiU — A fright- 
ful accident Occurred at Rochester, while De Lars 
was going through his performances upon the rope 
"The victim," says the the Democrat," "was a 
young man named William F. Jennis- n, em 
ployed as a clerk in the office and warehouse of 
Joahlia Eaton, al Charlotte. He came up to the 
city in the morning with some companions to see 
DeLave walk, and after taking dinner at a hotel 
and visiting several places about town, got sepa- 
rated from the rest ol his party, and the next that 
is known ol his movements, he was seen near the 
siw mill on the west side of the river, but back 
of it out of sight of the rope, on some lumber 
which is piled up loosely at the brink of the preci- 
pice. The ends of some of the boards stick out 
several feet beyond the bank, and Jennisou step 
ped on one of them which was loose. It tipped 
so as to throw him off his balance, and in an in- 
stant he was precipitated over the bank and fell 
to tht bottom, without touching anything in his 
descent — a distance of about two hund-ed leet — 
striking on some rocks within two or three feet 
of the water. There was nobody near him when 
he lost his balance, but the fall was witnessed by 
a large number of people who were looking out of 
the windows of the factory and the mills in the 
vicinity, and also by the people on the Hats and 
the island below the falls. We have conversed 
with several of the spectators, and all concur in 
representing the sight as one to make the blood 
run cold. The poor fellow pitched off the boards 
headlong, but when about hall way down I tuned 
partly over, and landed on his back and side. The 
noise leseinbled that which would have been made 
bv a rock of the same weight, and was heard by 
some people on Falls Field. Several men and boys 
were on the spot within ten minutes alter the ac- 
cident, but scarcely a sign of life was apparent in 
the body.

Leavenworth, Sept. 5. — There was a collision 
between (he Democrats and Republicans in this 
place on Saturday night.

Washington Items. 

Washington, Sep. 6. — There is no truth in the 
recent statement Irom Vera Cruz that Minister 
McLane had presented an ultimatum, and de- 
manded the immediate ratification of the treaty, 
lor it is known here that his preliminary points 
thereof were mutually satislactory to both this 
Government ami that of the Constitutionalists. 
It was also understood that if the treaty should 
be ratified on this basis, McLane himself would 
return it to Washington. The main points, 
probably, arc. the right of way across the North 
em States of Mexico, from the Rio Grande to 
Mazatlan, and from Arizona to Guaymas. or some 
other outlet on the Gulf of California; the United 
States to have the privilege of transporting troops 
and munitions of war over those routes, and lo 
protect the latter in case of the inability of .Mex- 
ico to do so. In consideration of these grants 
the United States are to pay $ 4,008,000, one half 
to be appropriated for the satisfaction of the 
claims of our citizens against Mexico. 

General Harney lias acquainted General Scott 
wiih all the ci oumstances attending his occupa 
tion of the Island of San Juan. It appears that 
he had not been previously specifically instructed 
to take possession, but sent troops thither lo pro- 
tect the SS or 30 Americans residing there, who 
had been included in the taxation limits by the 
authorities of Washington Territory. 

Our boundary commissioner, Campbell, has no 
doubt about the island belonging to the United 
States, but the British commissioner made issue, 
and hence the protest of Governor Douglas. 

This subject excites much interest in official 
and diplomatic circles. 

[C*We learned on yesterday of the death of 
Mr. William Owney, which transpired on the 
35th of August, at his residence in f-outhampton 
county. He had attained the remarkable age of 
one hundred years, five months aud eleven days, 
having been bom in the year 175s*. Southampton 
was tiis native county He was a soldier in the 
Revolutionary war, and was in many ol the most 
important engagements against the British, among 
which was the ba tle of Brandywine, and also 
that which occurred at this city, with the history 
of which our readers aro familiar. A most re- 
markable circumstance in the life of Mr. Owney 
was. that to the day of his .death he had never 
known what sickness was, and having never tast- 
ed medicine, insisted to the last upon dying a 
natural death, and refused everything in the 
shape of physic which was offered him. The 
only physical pain of any consequence that he 
had ever endured was from the wound of a mus 
ket ball, received at the battle of Brandyniue. 
lie enjoyed a strength and vigor to within a few 
days of his death which few are ever spared, 
when he died it seemed only like the sinking of 
the sun, which loses none of its brilliancy though 
it disappears from our view, but to bear its undi- 
minished glow to another hemisphere.
